(a) monthly returns supplied by employers for purposes of Commonwealth pay-roll taxation; 
(b) monthly returns from governmental authorities; 
(c) some other direct records of mcnthly employment (e.g. hospitals); and 
(d) estimates of changes in the number of employees outside the scope of the previous sources. 


The figures for current months are subject to revision in the light of annual factory censuses, 
periodical surveys of retail es:ablishments, and other collections. 


. Employees in rural industry and in private domestic service, and members of the full-time Defence 
Forces at home or abroad, are excluded from the scope of the series. 


. The series is designed to measure the current monthly trends in the defined fields. The estimates are 
compiled on an establishment or enterprise basis, and the benchmark data (which have been derived 
from industry tabulations compiled on the occasion of the population censuses from schedules provided 
by individuals) have been adjusted as nearly as possible to this basis.

1. The current Export Price Index is compiled as a weighted average of the relative price movements of 
29 commodities, the weights being based on the exports (valued at 1959-60 prices) of the commodities 
in the five years 1956-57 to 1960-61. In these years, the selected commodities accounted for about 83 
per cent. of the total value of Australian exports. 


. A comparable series of index numbers has been compiled by linking, at the year 1959-60, the “ All 
Groups ” Index in the current and previous Export Price Indexes. The index numbers (Base: 1959-60=

56. Consumer Price Index 


The Consumer Price Index is designed to measure quarterly variations in the level of retail prices for goods 
and services which represent a high proportion of the expenditure of wage-earner households. The Index 
covers a large and representative selection of commodities and services arranged in five major groups—food, 
clothing and drapery, housing, household supplies and equipment, and a miscellaneous group. Significant changes 
in consumer expenditure patterns have been reflected in the Index by the introduction of additional items and 
altered weighting patterns.

The wage rates used in the indexes are the rates payable 
for a full week’s work (excluding overtime), as prescribed in representative industrial awards, 
determinations, and agreements. The rural industries are excluded from the indexes. 


The money amounts shown should not be regarded as actual current averages, but as an index of changes 
expressed in money terms.
